The  Girls’  Athletic  Association  is  a  division  of  the  North  Carolina  Association  for  Health,  Physi¬ 
cal  Education,  and  Recreation.  Its  objectives  are  to  promote  such  programs  of  athletic  activities  as  will 
meet  the  needs  of  all  girls,  and  to  stress  enjoyment  of  sport  and  the  development  of  sportsmanship  and 
character  rather  than  the  breaking  of  records  or  the  winning  of  championships.
